Glaciers of Nebraska. 


Many of the physical features of 


eastern Nebraska were produced by 
sheets of ice that invaded the region 
during and after the earlier stages of 
the great Ice age. At the opening of 
the glacial epoch the great Keewatin 
glacier spread southward and covered 
large parts of the Dakotas. Minnesota 
and Iowa and extended thence into 
eastern Nebraska, where it was proba- 
bly several hundred feet thick. This 
first stage of glaclatlon was brought 
to a close by the melting of the ice In 
a warmer interglacial time or stage— 
the Aftonian. 
A remarkable assem- 


blage of animals Invaded tne region 
after the Ice had disapepared, and the 
bones and teeth of many of these ani- 
mals have been found In the Aftonian 
deposits of western Iowa. The late 
Professor Samuel Calvin identified the 
remains of horses, camels, stags, ele- 
phants, mastodons, mammoths and 
sloths.

Yellowstone Park Fossils". 


Of the fossil forests which have so 


far been discovered probably the most 
remarkable is to be seen in Yellow- 
stone park, where the* greater part of 
the trees stand upright in their natural 
position instead of being recumbent 
and scattered about the ground, as in 
other parts of the world. In Arizona 
the fossilized trunks have evidently 
been carried a long distance from 
Where they originally grew. 
In the 


Yellowstone the trees now 
stand 


where they grew and where they were 
entombed by the outpouring of various 
volcanic materials. 


Now as the softer rocks surrounding 


them are gradually worn away they 
•re left standing erect on the steep 
hillsides Just as they stood when they 
were living. In fact, it is difficult at a 
little distance to distinguish some of 
these fossil trunks from the lichen cov- 
ered stumps of kindred living species. 


It should not be supposed, however, 


that these trees still retain their limbs 
•nd smaller branches, for the mass of 
volcanic material falling on them strip- 
ped Uie trunks bare.

Strange M it may teem, not 


tone young man or woman denied a 
0Mal disregard (or at least en* 


omen. The hypothesis that "if a dog 
howls it is a sign of death in the fam- 
ily" is so old and so well established 
as a fact in the minds of some per- 
sons, that nothing short of death itself 
would result in the destruction of the 
most absurd of all omens, for dogs 
have howled ever since dogs were on 
the market. 


Thirteen clubs liavp been establshed 


for ages, it seems, and no hostess will- 
ingly will set thirteen persons at her 
hospitable board.

"A new beau" she estaticallj exclaim- 
ed. 


I was amazed, for it seemed BO

If 
he gets me. and he may, for added 
years and hard work have not sub- 
dued my fun-loving spirit nor spells 
of spontaneous deviltry, he may claim 
his own and I will come into my own 
hot estate, as hot as the hinges there- 
of.

I have gone myself, but 
I cannot say they ever impressed me. 
I am something of a character reader 
myself, and can understand full well 
how an intuitive mind can read most 
persons,—not all—but a few.
